have been bending every energy to se- 
cure congressional appropriation for a 
preliminary survey of the proposed To- 
ledo, Fort Wayne and Chicago canal 
are not at all surprised at the state- 
ment of Chairman Burton, 
of .the 


rivers and harbors committee, who on 
Monday declared that some of the 
canal plans might be all right for 
Mars, but that

. Four years ago Smith was a better ball 
player than Cobb. Now the southerner is 
considered one of the greatest ball toss- 
ers that ever put on a. pair of spiked 
shoes: his picture appears In some big 
league- paper almost every day. and he 
draws a salary of somethinp like $4.000 
a season. Smith is working at the N. C. 
R. factory, and next season will captain 
Harry Huekins' Shlloh aggregation. 


It was in the spring of 1305 that Tom- 


my Smith left Dayton for Augusta. Ga.. 
to try for a job on the team of that city 
in the South Atlantic league.. His work 
in amateur and semi-pro circles entitled 
him to a trial in professional ranks. Tom- 
my was conceded to he one of the best 
fly-chasing and hitting players in semi- 
pro circles in this part of the country. 
He went south encouraged by his friends, 
well touted and full of confidence.
